The educational demand of the laat 
tMI or flttoen years baa been largply for 
M increMe in tke namber of brancbea 
toaght, and the atu4y of many haa been 
■o euciiinhereJ that time lias been 
wasted ; but the field of literature iu the 
ptblic Bcboola ii one which haa beoa 
greatly neglecteil, ynt it is one wliich 
woulJ, an4 does, tidily repay cultiration. 
la order to succeed the only requisite ia 
that one l)ean pnthnfliastic lover and per- 
aeverine fitii.lrnt of goo:! iitcn-.t-.irc. I 
tbiiik tiiiit during the tiisl lour yt'ars of 
Bclioollife the literature elioiild he work- 
ed in with the language work ;in I read- 
ing; till' aim should lie to tt iu li a poena, 
say OHI O a nionlli. 'i'lic teiicher talks to 
the < hi! ircn about tun rnc iiiiii;.', herself 
having t''*' fipirit, of the piece ,und gives it 
to the little ones, so that they lotch it 
with the words, and store away for 
future thought, pleasure and use. This 
should be done until the child roaies to 
see and love the beautioi whn-h the 
teacher brings out. In llie earlier years, 
the work should be oral, but as the child 
is able much can be'dictated. Beautiful 
selections for the this purpose are foond 
la all of the best readers and many song 
books. I might mention Tennyson's lit- 
tlesoag " What Does Little Birdie Say," 
lanlow's " Barea Times One," Bryant's 
" Death of the Flowers." From sach as 
these, seleet tha moat saitabla verse or 
xeraes, not la any case the whole poem. 

Toe requisites in teaehinc any of those 
are the teacher's loTO of the sentiment, 
and her ability to repeat withoat the text 
book before her. Fables teaching anec- 
dotes and.narrativea of real persons mar 
be used to advantage. The Utter will 
tend to induce • desire to read aboat his- 
torical characters. I have been told the 
German is full of beautiful teaching 
anecdotes. As a rule do not let the selec- 
tion be above the easy comprehension of 
the children, it may be tiie roll of the 
words isSsumcienttooalolithaaarandliTe 

in the memory. 

In the tifth and sixth years of school 
life study, as a reading exercise, some 
of the simple literature, instead of tlie 
ordinary reader; such as Robinson 
Crusoe, Dicken's Ckild's liistory of Eng- 
land ; simple poems from LosKfellow, 
Holmes and otbera, and prose selectioas. 
Teachers should see throuxhoat each 
year that the regular readers are 
•applemented by other reading, selected 
with a view to form a taste fox good liter- 
ature. The aim is the right kind of 
mental food and such as will preclude 
the probabilitjr!of indulgence in the pei^ 
nioieas literatare which floods the coun- 
trj to the great injury of the yoath. Oc- 
onioaally the teacher might take occasion 
to iaatructtlioehildren in any book which 
she may be reading. With proper hand- 
ling an iDtereat wiUelaster around books 
which they read after a while simply be- 
caase the teacher bad talked of tkeoi. 
Some one has said : " The mastery of half 
doien good bouks has in many casea been 
the foundation of a literary taste which 
baa resalted in pleasure and heneit more 
than can be told." A good book read 
aloud to 'be school by different measbers 
of the clauea, at stated times, will in- 
terest children in the way of books. 
A. word of comnendation will often 
be very helpful, in regard to the 
study of liistory in 8onir< of oar 
bestsehoelN they do not comuieure the 
etnd.T of this branch until thesiitb year; 
that is, whan the child is in his twelfth 
year. He then takes it as a pleasant true 
story book. The facts are unpreaae4 in 
the most pleaaiag way, very few datea are 
required, not over half desen, if ao many, 
and Bcarcply anything is memorized. 
Wars are touched ou bnt lightly, but 
chxractera and livas of great and cele- 
brated persons are atadie l more in detail. 
The facts learned in geography, reading 
and oonTersation maybe brought forward 
to elucidate the hiatory ; and Jbildren are 
led to talk and exchange opinions. From 
the history many lanxuage and composi- 
tion exercises may be^drawn. If there are 
aov points uf historic interest in thr> 
neighborhood visit them with the chil- 
dren. If thev- c^n not visit such a plscn 
for theniselvcH, the next best thing is to 
bear the te<icUer tell of some such place 
whicli she has seep. Ttie recital of such, 
and a so, ther iMda not found iu the book, 
will amply p ly forliiiiieand trouble S|>ent 
ill lellin«'tlifiii, fter one year's study 
or more of L'. hi-<tory, tiie i lnKlren 
shoii il iiiive iiiaHteieil the main fads, and 
have life luie so inleresled as to be 
anxious to fl 1 in details from after study 
during his sch'Kjl life, and in maturur 
years, when he becomes able to enjoy the 
philosopiiT of liistory. .\fter the United 
mates other leading countries, such as 
England and France, should be studied 
in the same way. When the Uaited 
Sutes is taken np again it should be 
studied with more system, and I know of 
no better method than that of Professor 
Heber Holbrook. He usee the written 
method and divides the events of oar 
history into three great epochs, and each 
epoch into three periods and makes 
everything dnster around these, lor oo- 
caaieaal nee the straight line method is 
good. Toa take the event aad follow it 
dawn throadi Ua aiaoti Iron om period 
to aaotharoi o«r blatoty. Aaolhor is to 
take one date and give sill the events oon- 
aaeted in anv way with it Tbroagbont 
tha stody of history th«re is nothiu bet- 
ter to flz the facta toberamembereathaa 
MtUniag, and that by the individuals ef 
tha cla«. and the nse of pietarea, maps, 
ptmnii OLC, that gives local coloring to 
wa narrative, is of Kreat advantage. The 
ftltrr-^ in eonnestion with the recitation 
ahonld understand the meaning of words 
in the lesson and geographical position of 
the places named. £i.isa B. Kctm.

Doyle Is abont thirty years aid. He 

was raised in Nicholas Ooanty, spent 
several yeara at Mt. iterling, but 
has been employed in this vicinity for 
some time on the Maysville A Big Sandy 
Railroad. He tells the following story : 
Litst WediiPsdiT afternoon he started 
down to the home of a Ifr. Craig near 
the Ripley ferry landing to see Ua wife, 
who is a serv.int in Craig's family. Walk- 
ing was bad and it was late in the even- 
ing when he reached Joseph Hober's, 
near the mouth of Lawrence Creek. He 
had worked uu Hie railroad iu that neigh- 
borhood last summer, sad knew the lo- 
cality. He concluded to finish his jour- 
ney on horseback, and mounting one of 
Hober's horses proceeded on his way, 
intending to return the animal. Near 
the mouth of Beasley Creek, he was over- 
taken by Williaui Iluber and brother. 
Tbey had beard of Doyle's doings and 
thought he was trying to get away with 
the horse. Tbey called to Doyle to stop, 
and emphasized their demands by a shot 
from a pistol. He Jumped from the ani* 
m«l and started to ran, frightened as he 
was, and as he did so they fired at him 
with a gon, flUing hia ride with ahot. 
They took him ia chaiiOk aad lodged 
him in jail Thursday. 

Dr. Browning, Jail pbyrieiaa, thinks 
some of the shot penetrated the right 
lung. Doyle was resting easier laat even- 
ing. He said he knew it was wrong to 
take the horse, but he didn't intend 
stealing it. He was better this morning, 
but his aaadition is sorioa% aad his 
wounds may prove fatal.
